The welfare vendor drug program is 


designed to provide state-paid dftigs to 
welfare recipients. Under the old 
system, the state welfare department 
workers determined what amount a 
recipient would need and allocated the 
amount onto his welfare check so he 
could buy the drugs for cash directly 
from the pharmacy. 


The vendor drug program, which went 


inic effect Sept. 1, was met with strong 
opposition from pharmacists and 
physicians throughout the state. They 
objected to the procedure required in 
providing prescriptions under the 
program, charging that it created too 
much paperwork. 


The vendor drug program-nowlimits 


the recipients to two prescriptions of $6 
each for a $12 monthly total.

Potatoes in decorator colors? 


They once came in about as many 
colors as Joseph's coat, from 
scarlet, pink and yellow to blue, 
royal purple and black. 


Now you may not be interested 


in potatoes to match your kitchen 
decor, but during the early days 
of potato development in Europe, 
the multi-hued vegetables were 
plentiful. And the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture's Consumer 
and Marketing Service says they 
are plentiful this month, too. The 
skin colors have settled to white 
and red and brown for the most 
part, and the flesh to white, but 
as the bright colors disappeared, 
the flavor and popularity im- 
proved. 


The Europeans also boasted 


two4oned spuds, including those 
predominantly violet or yellow 
with splashes of another color, 
but what they didn't have was the 
cooking quality that the modern 
potato now does. 


Crossbreeding has 
certainly 


improved what the world now 
calls its "most 
important 


vegetable" and the American 
homemaker uses it frequently 
without objectionable monotony. 
To spark up your meals with 
potatoes, try this SALMON AND

Potatoes Used To Come In Decorator Colors 


1-3 cup butter or margarine 
2 tablespoons mayonnaise 
2 tablespoons salt 
Vt teaspoon pepper 
Vs teaspoon garlic powder 
1 medium tomato, diced 
Wash potatoes and dry. Bake in 


400 degrees F. oven 1 hour (or 
until tender). Saute green pepper 
and onion in 3 tablespoons of 
butter until onion is limp.

We have been receiving a 


number of calls concerning lawn 
fertilization. 
The 
primary 


question is when to fertilize. A 
simple answer to this question is 
to fertilize now if you have not 
fertilized in the past 4 to 6 weeks. 


Our general lawn fertilization 


recommendation is as follows: 


—In the early spring each year, 


Now Is the Time To Fertilize Your Lawn 


apply a fertilizer which has 
nitrogen, 
phosphorous and 


potash. This should be about the 
middle of March. 


This early treatment should 


have enough phosphorous and 
potash to last throughout the 
growing season. The application 
is made prior to the time the 
grass begins to grow so that by 
the time the grass begins to grow, 
the plant food will be available. 


—The next application should 


be made around the middle of 
May using only a nitrogen fer- 
tilizer. In order to keep the lawn 
growing and staying pretty and 
green, nitrogen should be applied 
every 6 to 8 weeks. Nitrogen is 
needed in the greatest amount by 
the lawn grass. 


—The next application should 


have been around July 1 with only 
a nitrogen fertilizer. 


—The next application should 


be the middle of September using 
only a nitrogen fertilizer. 


—The final application for the 


lawn should be made about 
November 1, using a fertilizer 
with nitrogen, phosphorous and 
potash. The plant needs the 
complete type fertilizer to get the 
plant'in condition for the winter 
season. This application helps the 
plant to develop a stronger root 


system and store up plant food in 
the roots. This keeps the plant in 
a healthier condition throughout 
the winter season. 


We are now at the time to apply 


the final application using a 
nitrogen fertilizer. Nitrogen may 
be purchased for lawn use by 
securing one of three nitrogen 
fertilizers: 


Ammonium sulfate—21 per 


cent nitrogen 


Ammonium nitrate—33.5 per 


cent nitrogen 


and Urea—45 per cent nitrogen 
Fertilizer 
with 
nitrogen, 


phosphorous, and potash may be 
secured as: 12-12-12; 13-13-13; 10- 
20-10; or 17-17-17. 


The first numbers represent 


the 
nitrogen, 
the 
second 


represents phosphorous, and the 
third represents potash. 


At any application of fertilizer 


on the home lawn, a minimum of 
two pounds of actual nitrogen 
should be applied per 1000 square 
feet. This means when a fertilizer 
has 10 per cent nitrogen, you 
should apply 20 pounds per 1000 
square feet.

It's not too early for home 


gardeners to get things in 
readiness for the fall compost 
pile. Compost is very valuable as 
a soil conditioner for it improves 
the water holding capacity of soil, 
supplies organic matter, helps to 
retain soil moisture and aids in 
keeping soil temperature at 
desirable levels. 


A compost bed may be con- 


structed out of scrap or rough 
lumber or with net wire. The 
enclosure should be large enough 
to hold the raw material needed 
to supply next year's compost 
needs. 


Tree leaves will soon be falling, 


cluttering up the lawn and flower 
beds and creating a disposal 
problem. You can improve en- 
vironmental conditions by using 
them for compost. When placing 
leaves, healthy plant material 
from the flower or vegetable 
garden or grass clipping in the 
compost heap, put down a layer 
of material then sprinkle it with a 
complete fertilizer before adding 
another layer. The fertilizer will 
add plant food to the mixture and 
will also speed up decomposition. 


Since moisture is needed for 


the decomposition process, the 
heap should be sprinkled with 
water to keep it moist when 
rainfall is not sufficient to do the 
job. By next spring you can have 
the needed material for mulching 
the flower beds, the vegetable 
gardens and home shrubbery. 


Homeowners may find some of 


their ornamental plants falling 
victim to cotton root rot fungus 
during the fall. 


Plants may be wilted one day 


and completely dead the next. 
Affected plants may appear 
loosely attached to the soil 
because the outer bark-like 
tissues are completely killed and 
slough from the root.

Gity Commission Has Second 
Thoughts on Mobile Homes 


The City Commission will take 


a closer, and longer look at a 
recommendations that Corsicana 
permit 
mobile 
homes 
in 


Residential 4 districts without the 
continued necessity of obtaining 
a specific use permit through the 
City Planning and Zoning 
Commission. 


The Planning and Zoning 


Commission had recommended 
at Tuesday's meeting the City 
Commission amend the text of its 
new zoning ordinance to allow 
mobile homes in R-4 districts by 
permit subject to rules and 
regulations for modular homes 
under the Building Code. 


Commissioner P. D. Fullwocd 


asked for a delay to allow city 
officials 
time 
to 
study 


ramifications of such a change, 
and urged the maylor to appoint a 
committee to work with Building 
Official Delma Ware and the 
Planning and Zoning Com- 
mission. 


Fullwood related he had 


received calls from a number of 
people who objected to such a 
change, particularly if it would 
result in mobile homes going in 
oh lots cleared of houses con- 
demned by the city. 


, Under the new zoning or- 
dinance adopted in March this 
year, the only districts now zoned 
R-4 are on the East Side and in 
the Southeast section of Cor- 
sicana. This is the "highest" 
zoning classification under which 
mobile homes are presently 
permitted, and then only if both 
the City Planning and Zoning 
board and the City Commission 
authorize a specific use permit. 


City Manager Bob Brockman 


pointed out this process now 
takes from 60 to 90 days. 


Fullwood said he would like to 


see some recommendation put 
forth for creation of zoning 
districts exclusively for mobile 
homes; and asked Building Of- 
ficial Delma Ware what the 
reasoning was behind the move 
on the zoning board's part. 


Ware said the zoning board had 


consulted with Master Planner 
Marvin Springer about a way to 
simplify authorizing a mobile 
home owner to locate his mobile 
home on a lot on the west side of 
town, and still have it come under 
Corsicana's regulations and have 
to 
have 
permits 
issued 


authorizing it without en- 


countering the long delay and' 
drawn out process. 
;» 


Ware said his office still woffld 


issue building permits for mpbjilie 
homes placed in an R-4 district-if 
the zoning ordinance text were 
changed as had been recom- 
mended by the City Planning arid 
Zoning Board.

been many requests for specific 
use permits for mobile homes air.
